Mr, Daniel’s Ultimatum | 


ee - 

Seeretary Daniels has made a 
contribution to the discussion of 
international relationships the ef- 
fects of which may be very far- 
reaching. To the House commit- 


tee on naval affairs he announced | 


that if the peace conference ‘‘ does 
‘‘not result in a general agreement 
“to put an end to naval building 
‘‘on the part of all nations con- 
‘cerned’ the policy of the admin- 
istration at Washington is to begin 
the ‘‘ereation of incomparably the 
‘greatest nuvy in the world.”’ 
This is not the declaration of a 
policy of national defence. A 
preponderant navy is not vital to 
the existence or interests of the 


United States. The Republic never | 


has had the greatest navy in the 
world, never has needed it, and 
does not need it now either for 
the preservation of its existence 
or for protection of overseas in- 


terests which would warrant the | 


construction and cost. 

The only possible interpretation 
to ke put upon this statement is 
that it is intended for effect. It is 


designed evidently to have influ-| 


ence at the peace conference. It 
represents President Wilson as 
shaking the ‘‘mailed fist’’ under 
the noses of the assembled dele- 
gates and telling them that unless 
the countries they represent one 
and all forego the right to con- 
struct and maintain navies for 
their protection the United States 


will bring into existence an arm- | 


ada great enough to enable it to 
dictate the vourse of world poli- 
ties. 

In the nature of things it is to 


Great Britain that this threat must | 


be taken as being directly ad- 
dressed, The British navy is the 
most powerful in the world. Brit- 
ain is the country in the world 


which can least afford to forego | 


the right to maintain a navy, and 
which therefore is the least likely 
to do so. It must be taken that it 
is upon the represeniatives of 
Great Britain at the peace confer- 
ence this announcement is intend. 
ed to take effect. 

It is an unfortunate utterance, 
unfortunate at any time, and 
doubly so under the existing cir- 
cumstances. The hope of the 
common enemy has been that the 
Allied powers would fall into dis- 
agreement at the peace conference, 
and thus give to Germany the op- 
portunity to escape indemnities, 
or even to emerge from the 
struggle with the spoils of de- 
vastated Russia. That there are 
opportunities enough for disagree- 
ment has been made apparent by 
things that have been said in 
many quarters, by leading states- 
men and newspapers, during re- 
cent weeks, The declaration from 


Mr. Daniels, as much by its tone } 


and time as by its substance, will 
cause a revival of hope in Ger- 
many and a feeling of apprehen- 
sion throughout the Allied coun- 
tries. 


The limitation of armaments is | 


a cause strong enough on its mer- 
its. 
favorably to the uations by an 
ultimatum couched in language 
which might have been employed 
by the late Kaiser. It is to be 
suspected that Mr. Daniels might 
have been better employed in the 
interests of humanity, of the
